TRX-293 TRINITY 


Mounted ina dynamic, scientifically accurate and 
modern pose, the 67-million-year-old TRX-293 
TRINITY is among the finest known unearthed 
specimens of one of the largest terrestrial pred- 
ators that ever roamed the earth. 

With an astonishing length of 11.6 metres 
(38 feet) and a towering height of 4.37 metres 
(incl. base) – TRINITY is one of the most spec- 
tacular T. rex skeletons in the world. 

It is aremarkably well restored original fossil 
(50.17% original bone material) that consists of 
composite bones from three exceptional Tyran- 
nosaurus specimens that were unearthed be- 
tween 2008 and 2013, all three of comparable 
size, quality and geological origin from the Hell 
Creek and Lance Creek formations in Montana 
and Wyoming. Both of these locations are nota- 
ble for two of the mostimportant Tyrannosaurus 
specimens ever discovered: ‘Sue’, auctioned for 
$8.4 million in 1997, and ‘Stan’, whose world- 
record price of $31.8 million in 2020 propelled 
dinosaur fossils into a stratospheric level normal- 
ly reserved for the most coveted works of fine art. 

According to the scientific publication “Ма- 
ture’ (April 2021), only 32 adult T. rexspecimens 
have ever been found. This number, minuscule 
when comparedto the number of T. rexthat likely 
existed during their two-million-year reign, high- 
lights the extreme rarity of any T. rexspecimen, 
but especially one of the quality and complete- 
ness of TRX-293. TRINITY ranks amongst the 
top known specimens in the world, almost all 
others of which are housed in institutions, mak- 
ingitaunique specimen available for purchase. 
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ASCIENTIFIC TRINITY 


The first of TRINITY's specimens to be used to 

reconstitute the giant skeleton, 'Garfield County 

2' was excavated in 2015 and makes up the ma- 
jority of the superbly preserved axial skeleton 

and pelvic region. The second partial specimen, 
‘Garfield County 1', was discovered in 2012 and 

contributed material to complete the axial skele- 
ton. The rare and remarkable skull of TRINITY 
comes from a third partial specimen discovered 

inthe Lance Creek Formation of Weston County, 
Wyoming. That site, which was completed in 

2013, also furnished a variety of postcranial ele- 
ments, including vertebrae and portions ofthe 

hindlegs. 

These outstanding partial skeletons are 
merged together as TRX-293 TRINITY. 

At 11.6 metres (38 feet) metres long, 3.9 
metres in height, and with a skull length of 1.4 
metres, itis one of the most spectacular T. rex 
skeletons in the world.

UNIQUE AND RARE SKULL 


What adds to the rarity and uniqueness of 
TRINITY is the incredibly preserved skull, which 
comes froma single specimen. 

‘This is something very fragile and very rare’, 
said scientific advisor and consultant Nils 
Knótschke, one of the world's leading profes- 
sional fossil preparators. 'In general, dinosaur 
skulls are quite rare; they are among the most 
precious components. The skull bones of dino- 
saurs are often not fused together and they de- 
tachfrom each other easily. When dinosaurs died 
inthe Jurassic or Cretaceous periods, they often 
lost their heads during deposition. In fact, most 
dinosaurs are found without their skulls. But here 
we have truly original Tyrannosaurus skull bones 
that all originate from the same specimen. To be 
honest, | was quite nervous when we mounted 
the skull here in Switzerland, since | was so much 
in awe of it’. 


HISTORY 


T. rexis the royal highness of all dinosaurs, and 
the mosticonic dinosaur of them all. Completely 
enmeshed in contemporary culture and the 
scientific community, this carnivorous lizard 
roamed the earthfor over 2 million years. 

Between 65 and 67 million years ago, TRINITY 
andher contemporaries laid the terrifying foun- 
dation for becoming a scientist's dream and a 
pop cultural icon. Theirresistible predator Tyran- 
nosaurus rexis still the epitome of the 'deadly 
eating machine’, and a symbol of strength and 
superiority, eliciting the fascination of yung and 
old alike. 

In spite of the fact that T. rex roamed the 
earth for two million years, all but an extremely 
limited number have turned to dust. In 1902, the 
first discovery of a T. rex skeleton was made by 
Barnum Brown of New York's American Museum 
of Natural History – ап assistant curator whose 
passion for unearthing fossils earned him the 
nickname 'Mr Bones’. 

Slightly more than a century later, between 
2008 and 2013, the bones ofthe TRX-293 were 
found in the Hell Creek and Lance Creek forma- 
tions in Montana and Wyoming. With 50.1796 
original bone material*, this fossil is not only of 
museum quality, but it is also has one ofthe high- 
est bone contents of all known specimens. In 
comparison, the Т. rex ‘Stan’ mentioned earlier 
which sold for US $31.8 million, had an estimated 
overall completeness of 65%. 

Each of Trinity's 293 bones had to be pains- 
takingly unearthed, prepared, cleaned and re- 
stored before the mounting could take place. For 
an entire dinosaur, this process often takes be- 
tween seven and ten years - an enormous effort 
for a team of palaeontologists, preparators, 
conservators and other specialised professions 
inthe fossil field. 


* Fossils are by nature ancient, million-year-old remains of once-living organisms. To make them durable and displayable, they need 
to be repaired, stabilised and supplemented. A certain amount of additions and repairs are always necessary and part of 
palaeontological restoration. Due to different measuring methods, the information on the original bone material can differ slightly. 
The value ofthe fossil depends on both the degree of completeness and the quality of the restoration work.

ASSEMBLY, QUALITY AND MOUNTING 


TRINITY is not only one of the most beautiful 
T. rex skeletons ever assembled, the preservation 
and preparation of the fossil bones is truly of ex- 
cellent quality andthe highest scientific standard. 
What also makes it exceptional is the partial pres- 
ervation of very rare Tyrannosaurus bone ele- 
ments suchas the abdominal ribs (gastralia), the 
upper arm, parts of the shoulder girdle and some 
hand claws. 

'I was impressed when | saw it, because it all 
seems to fit together so nicely’, said Dr Siber of 
the Dinosaur Museum. ‘It's one of the most im- 
pressive mounts I've seen. The quality of the 
restoration plus the quality of the mount sort 
of breathes life again into the specimen, which 
lived millions and millions of years ago. TRX-293 
TRINITY would certainly be an astonishing at- 
traction т any museum т the world’. 

One should also note that the very modern 
and dynamic pose is unique among dinosaurs 
foundin museums or private collections. 

The fossil preparator Nils Knótschke, who 
was formerly the scientific director of the Dino- 
зайг Museum and National Geotope іп Münche- 
hagen, Germany's largest open-air dinosaur mu- 
seum, is responsible for the construction of the 
exciting and anatomically correct mount exhibit- 
ed in Zurich beginning on 29 March 2023 - the 
first time ever a T. rexroams Switzerland!

ABOUT DINOSAUR BONES 


Fossils of dinosaurs and other forms of life have 

formed over tens of thousands, up to hundreds of 
millions of years, but only when the conditions are 

right - and this is what makes fossil findings so 

rare. For the process to take place, first the object 

must be covered by a sediment like mud or sand. 
This allows soft tissues to disintegrate, leaving 

behind bones and teeth. The mud or sand often 

becomes a hard sedimentary layer encasing the 

bones, which can often cause a distortion oftheir 
original shape. The bones' surroundings, espe- 
cially minerals in the groundwater and sediment, 
also affect the fossil, as a gradual and partial re- 
placement of the bones' original minerals takes 

place - which explains the large variety of colours 

andhues onthefossilized bones ofanimals from 

the same species. 

World-renowned fossil preparator Yolanda 
Schicker-Siber ofthe Dinosaur Museum in Aathal, 
Switzerland, together with Nils Knótschke, is 
responsible for the mounting of the TRX-293 
TRINITY for public display in Zurich on selected 
dates between 29 March and 17 April 2025. She 
explained the process of unearthing dinosaur 
bones, which takes several years. 


‘First you have to stabilise every bone – after 65 

million years they need some treatment. This 
involves а lot of glue, as the bones are extracted 
from a large rock, which we call the matrix. You 
can imagine taking something broken out of a 
package - as soon as the rock around it is re- 
moved it falls apart, so you have to stabilize it im- 
mediately after removing a bit of the matrix. This 
process starts at the dig site and ends in the lab, 
where you finally dip each bone in an acrylic bath, 
which takes care of non-visible cracks. Looking at 
the restauration quality of TRX 293-TRINITY, | 
must say that itis exquisite". 

Nils Kótschke likens a high-quality dinosaur 
skeleton like TRINITY to the Mona Lisa: Тат al- 
ways attentive to the preparation methods and 
how the preparation is done. For these three 
specimens, the preparation was executed very 
well, so we have very nice bone surfaces. | always 
describe it as being like the imprint structure ofa 
fingerprint. When you see all the fine bone struc- 
tures still preserved, somebody did a very good 
job. And the specimenis very well preserved. So 
here we have all the fine bone details and all three 
specimens as well. What particularly surprised 
me is that we have not only the vertebrae, the 
body ofthe vertebrae, but also the fragile, deli- 
cate spines of the dorsal of the back vertebrae 
and the cervical neck vertebrae are present as 
well. The very fine skull bones from the inside of 
the skull are not commonly preserved because 
they are sometimes paper-thin, and these are 
preserved as well in TRINITY’.

ON THE DEBATE: 
SCIENCE VS. PRIVATE COLLECTORS 


Dr Dennis Hansen, Project Leader, 
Natural History Museum, University of Zurich 


‘For wealthy people who don't know how to dig for 
dinosaurs, but who are still really interested in 
dinosaurs and want to buy them, | see it the same 
way aS art collecting. 

‘Art historians would also like every single 
important painting to be in the public realm. But 
experience has shown us that sooner or later that 
happens anyway. There аге enough dinosaurs out 
there for everyone. 

‘Basically, there are just not enough people 
digging for them at the moment. And any dino- 
saur that is unearthed in the US, at least on pri- 
vate land, is fair game for sale. If it's bought by a 
private collector, sooner or later, experience 
shows time and time again that it ends up ina 
public museum anyway. Many of today’s large 
public museums in major cities were started by- 
private collectors, or their collections were built 
up around private collections. You need to have 
both private and museum collectors, because it's 
alittle bit of a symbiosis, and simply seeingitas 
black and white is really not productive to my 
mind. 

'And dinosaurs are not dug up from deep be- 
low the surface. When you find a dinosaur, it's be- 
causeit's already eroding away. If no one comes 
alongto digit out within two or three generations, 
it will completely disappear anyway. So if we have 
to wait two or three generations for a private col- 
lector or their grandchildren to donate it to a mu- 
seum, that's fine. | mean, the dinosaur is already 
65, 66 million years old. What's a few human gen- 
erations between friends?’

1. Legal status ofthe parties 

The auction items are auctioned by Koller in 
the name of and on the account of the seller 
of the auctioned item ("Seller"). Koller acts on 
behalf of and for the account of the Seller as his 
agent as defined in article 32, section 1 of the 
Swiss Code of Obligations ("CO"). The hammer 
price is determined by the bidder recognised by 
Koller as having made the highest bid in Swiss 
Francs in the course of an auction ("Purchaser"), 
resulting in the conclusion of a purchase 
contract between the Seller and the Purchaser 
("Purchase Contract"). Koller is thereby not a 
party to the Purchase Contract. 


2. Surcharge 

2.1 In addition to the bid price, the Purchaser 
must pay a surcharge on such bid price 
calculated as follows: 

i. ona successful bid of up to CHF 10 000: 25% 
ii. NEW: on a successful bid over CHF 10 000 up 
to CHF 400 000: 2596 on the first CHF 10 000 
and 22% on the difference between CHF 10 000 
and the bid.

Double bids shall immediately be called 
once again; in case of uncertainty, the auction 
management shall decide. 


6.2 Koller may refuse a bid without providing 
justification if a Purchaser fails to fulfil the 
conditions for participation in an auction 


pursuant to the above Sections 5.2 to 5.4. Koller 
may also pass or withdraw auctioned items 
without a sale even if this is not apparent to the 
auction participants. 


6.2 Koller reserves the right to combine, 
separate or omit numbered lots in the catalogue 
or to offer them out of sequence. Koller reserves 
the right to sell lots “conditionally” at its sole 
discretion, in which event the hammer price will 
be considered as conditional and the highest 
bidder will remain bound by his bid for 14 days 
following the auction. The highest bidder will 
be released from all obligations if he does not 
receive a statement from Koller within this period 
declaring the hammer price as final. 


6.4 Written bids from potential Purchasers who 
cannot attend the auction in person are accepted 
up to 48 hours before the auction begins. 


6.5 Potential Purchasers may bid by telephone 
if they have given written notice at least 48 
hours before the auction starts. Koller does not 
accept telephone bids for lots estimated under 
CHF 500, and bidders are requested to leave a 
written bid or participate in the salesroom for 
such items. 


6.6 Potential Purchasers who intend to place 
their bids in the course of a Live Auction may 
participate in the auction once their registration 
applications have been approved by Koller. 
Koller reserves the right to decline registration 
applications at its discretion. 


6.7 Koller shall not be liable for any bids including 
advance notifications of telephone bidding 
which are not taken into consideration. Telephone 
bidders and persons giving written instructions are 
also subject to the provisions of Article 5 relating 
to proof of identity and financial soundness. 


7. Transfer of title 
Ownership of an auctioned item shall be 
transferred to the Purchaser as soon as the 
purchase price and the surcharge (incl. VAT) 
have been comprehensively paid in Swiss francs 
and Koller has attributed these payments to the 
corresponding item. 


8. Collection of the auctioned items 
8.1 Theauctioned items must be collected at the 
Purchasers own expense within 7 days from the 
end of the auction during official opening hours. 
The place of performance for the purchase 
contract between the Purchaser and the Seller 
is therefore the registered office of Koller. If 
time permits, the items may be handed over 
after each auction session. The handover shall 
take place following comprehensive payment 
of the purchase price as well as the surcharge 
(incl. VAT) and the attribution of this sum to the 
auctioned item by Koller. 


8.2 During the aforementioned period, Koller shall 
be liable for loss, theft, damage or destruction 
of items which have been auctioned and paid 
for, although solely due to intentional or grossly 
negligent acts on the part of Koller, and only 
up to the total of the auction price, surcharge 
and VAT. Koller ceases to have liability after the 
aforementioned period, and the Purchaser shall 
be responsible for ensuring adequate insurance 
cover for the auctioned item. No liability can be 
assumed for frames and glass. If the auctioned 


items are not collected within 7 days, Koller will 
store the works at a company of their choice at 
the purchaser's own risk and expense or on their 
own premises at a daily rate of CHF 10 per object. 


8.3 Shipping orders may be given to Koller in 
writing. All shipping costs shall be borne by the 
Purchaser. Unless otherwise agreed in writing, 
transport insurance shall be contracted for the 
sold items at the expense of the Purchaser. 
Glass-covered pictures and fragile items shall 
not be sent by Koller. 


9. Payment for the auctioned items 
9.1 The invoice for a successful bid for an 
auctioned item is payable in Swiss francs within 
7 days from the end of the auction. Payments by 
credit card are only possible with the approval of 
Koller's accounting department, and are subject 
to processing fees amounting to between 2 
and 4% of the invoiced amount, payable by the 
purchaser and added to the invoice total. 


9.2 Irrespective of the Purchaser's instructions, 
Koller may use any payments by the Purchaser as 
settlement for any debt owed by the Purchaser 
to Koller or the Seller and set off any debt which 
it owes to the Purchaser against its own claims. 
f the Purchaser defaults on a payment, default 
interest of 10% p.a. shall be charged ontop of the 
invoiced sum. If Koller does not receive payment 
for purchases within seven (7) days following 
the auction, Koller reserves the right to charge 
the Purchaser's credit card for the full amount 
of the invoice, without further notification to 
the Purchaser. In such cases the credit card 
processing fees of 2-4% as described above 
are also applicable, and will be charged to the 
Purchaser's credit card. 


9.3 If the Purchaser does not pay or does not 
pay promptly, Koller may moreover in its own 
name and in the Sellems name either (i) insist 
on the fulfilment of the purchase agreement 
or (ii) without further notice withdraw from the 
purchase agreement and waive the subsequent 
performance of the Purchaser or assert a 
claim for compensation for non-performance; 
in the latter case Koller shall also be entitled, 
irrespective of any minimum sales price, to sell 
the item either directly or in an auction, and 
may use the proceeds to reduce the debts of 
the Purchaser. Any amount realised above the 
original hammer price shall be paid out to the 
Seller. The Purchaser is liable to Koller and the 
Seller for all prejudice caused by non-payment ог 
ate payment. 


9.4 Koller retains a right of retention and a lien on 
all the Purchasens items in its custody until full 
payment of all monies owed. Koller may exercise 
such liens in accordance with the legislation 
on the enforcement of debts or by private sale 
(including in its own name). The plea of prior 
lien exploitation pursuant to Art. 41 of the Swiss 
Debt Collection and Bankruptcy Act is excluded. 


10. Representation 
Each Purchaser shall be personally liable for each 
bid he places, and for the purchase contract 
between the Purchaser and the Seller. Proof of 
the power of representation may be requested 
from persons bidding as agents for a third 
party or as an organ of a corporate body. The 
agent shall be jointly and severally liable with his 
principal for the fulfilment of all obligations. 


11. Miscellaneous provisions 

11.1 The auction shall be attended by an official 
fromthe city of Zurich. The attending official, the 
local authority and the state have no liability for 
the acts of Koller. 


11.2 Koller reserves the right to transfer any or 
all rights and obligations from these Auction 
Conditions to a third party or to have these 
carried out by a third party. The bidder and/or 
Purchaser does not have the right to transfer 
any rights from these Auction Conditions to a 
third party. 


11.5 Koller reserves the right to publish 
illustrations and photographs of sold items in its 
own publications and the media and to publicise 
its services therewith. 


11.4 The aforementioned provisions form part of 
each individual purchase agreement concluded 
at the auction. Amendments are binding only 
with Koller»s written agreement. 


1.5 Should certain provisions of these Auction 
Conditions be or become partially or fully 
invalid and/or unenforceable, this does not 
affect the validity of the remaining provisions. 
The invalid and/or unenforceable provisions 
shall be replaced by those which most closely 
approximate the economic meaning and 
intended economic purpose of said provisions. 
The same shall be applicable to any possible 
gaps or loopholes in the provisions. 


.6 The present Auction Conditions and all 
amendments thereof are governed by Swiss 
law, under exclusion of possible references 
to Switzerland's Federal Code on Private 
International Law (CPIL), and under exclusion of 
he Vienna С.1.5.С. Convention (UN Convention).

11.7 The courts of the Canton of Zurich 
shall be exclusively responsible for settling 
disputes (including the assertion of offsetting 
and counterclaims) which arise out of or in 
conjunction with these Auction Conditions 
(including their validity, legal effect, interpretation 
or fulfilment). Koller may, however, initiate legal 
proceedings before any other competent court. 


11.8 In the event of any discrepancy between 
the different language versions of these Auction 
Conditions, the German language version shall 
prevail.
